The judgment

This programme calls for 
a caucus of the Republican members 
of the house, probably next week or 
the week following, to determine the 
passage of a bill creating a commis­ 
sion to investigate thoroughly the cur­ 
rency subject and financial situation 
of the country in general and to re­ 
port on remedial legislation at the 
next session of congress. 
It is fur­ 
ther the desire of the house Republi­ 
can leaders to put forth the Vreelaud 
bill, which embodies what are thought 
to be the best features of the Aldrich 
bill and eliminates the provisions to 
which most objection has been made.

President Approves Employers’ Lia­ 
bility Bill. 
Washington, 
Apr! I 23.—President 
Roosevelt signed the employers’ lia­ 
bility bill, upon receiving an opinion 
from Attorney General Bonaparte that 
the measure was constitutional. 
The 
bill makes railroads or other common 
carriers, while engaged in interstate 
commerce, liable for the injury or 
death of an employe if the injury or 
death results in whole or in part from 
negligence of 
any of the officers, 
agents or employes of such carriers or 
by reason of any defect or insufficien­ 
cy In equipment. 
The bill is made ap­ 
plicable also to carriers in the terri­ 
tories, the District of Columbia, the 
Panama canal zone and other posses­ 
sions of the United States. 
It is pro­ 
vided that iii any action brought under 
the provisions of the bill the Injured 
employe shall not be held to have as­ 
sumed the risk of his employment in 
any case where the violation by the 
carrier of any statute enacted for the 
safety of employes contributed to the 
Injury or death of the employe. 
Any 
contract, rule, regulation or device to 
enable the carrier to exempt itself 
from liability under the act is ren­ 
dered void by a specific declaration 
to that end. 
Provision is made, how­ 
ever, that the carrier shall receive 
credit for any contribution made to 
the employe or his family in the 
form of insurance, relief, benefit or 
indemnity. 
An action for the recov­ 
ery of damages must be commenced 
within two years from the date of the 
cause of the suit. 


Nation M ay Acquire Land From States 
Under Centain Conditions. 
Washington, April 23.—That it is 
constitutional for the national govern­ 
ment to acquire land in the states for 
forest reserves when It can be shown ! 
that such acquisition is an aid to na­ 
vigation was declared by the house 
committee on judiciary.

tion of a resolution to this effect fol­ 
lowed a vote holding unconstitutional

gability.

STEEL Ut I S t ort WARSHIPS 


Device to Protect V essels Against ar 
Enemy’s Torpedoes. 
A successful dem onstration of a steel 
net that will protect w arships from 
torpedo assaults was recently held iu 
N arragansett bay. says a N ew port dis 
patch. B attleships of the U nited S tates 
navy are to be equipped w ith the nets 
a t once and the cruisers and o ther ves­ 
sels as rapidly as possible. 
The test w as directed by naval offi­ 
cers under instructions at the torpedo 
stations. The resistance of the nets to 
W hitehead torpedoes w as regarded as 
sufficient dem onstration of their util­ 
ity. The result w as applauded by the 
officers. 
One of the torpedo nets w hich are 
being m ade for the navy w as taken to 
the testing ground. 
It w as held sus­ 
pended by tw o launches, aud the to r­ 
pedo boat M orris w as brought into ac­ 
tion for the dem onstration. 
R unning at full speed, the M orris 
fired a W hitehead torpedo w ithin 800 
yards of the net at a speed of thirty 
knots. The torpedo struck the net, re 
bounded and glanced aw ay from the 
steel 
m eshed 
obstruction. 
The 
net 
sw ayed and quivered under the shock, 
but w as not dam aged 
W hen the net w as exam ined It w as 
declared to be pow erful enough to re 
sist a1) torpedo attack s in action. 
It 
w as declared th a t the speed of the b at­ 
tleship or cruiser protected by these 
steel veils would not affect the resist­ 
ance offered by the net. 
T he battleship fleet now preparing 
for its journey around the world may 
be equipped w ith these nets before the 
sta rt for Suez.

THREE BILLS PASSED.

Washington, April 23.—The aum to­ 
tal of the proceedings of the house 
was the passage under suspension of 
the rules of three bills and the de­ 
feat of one. 
When adjournment was 
reached there was pending a measure 
which instructs the attorney general 
to institute suits against the Oregon 
and California Railroad company for 
the forfeiture of several million acres 
of land grants in Oregon. 
The bills 
that got through were as follows: 
Declaring the right to enter as oil 
lands certain mineral lands; authoriz­ 
ing the alienation of certain allot­ 
ments of the Five* Civilized tribes, 
and removing the restrictions against 
foreign ships with respect to trade 
between the United States and the 
Philippine islands.
